10—Antwerp, the 


ast and strongest citadel of 
Bel- 


gium, has fallen before the ram of 
iiige shells which the Germans be- 
gan throwing into the city at mid- 
night of last Wednesday. 
The civ- 


ilian population of the city has in 
iarge part fled, the seat of the Bel- 
ian government has moved to Os- 


tend and the Germans are in occu- 
pation. 


Because of the chaotic conditions 


during tne past few days in the be- 
leaguered city, and the interruption 
of telegraphic communication there 
has been much delay in the trans- 
mission of news from Antwerp to 
England. 
Nevertheless, 
England 


has be/en expecting and discounting 
the fall of the Belgian position and 
newspapers are speculating on what 
strategic use the Germans will make 
of it, now that it is in their hands. 


The battle line in France is now 


so long, forming as It does a rough 
curve of i?.">0 miles from Lorraine to 
the Belgian frontier, that the battle 
of the Aisne and the operations •be- 
fore Antwerp had become so closely 
knit as to be from the military point 
of view, inseparable. 


The hope of the allies to deliver 


a crushing blow against the German 
army in France before the occupa-- 
tion of Antwerp by the enemy, is 
now, 
of course, a thing of the past. 


The German right wing under Gen- 
eral von Kluck apparently is still in- 
tact, and the official communication 
given out in Paris last night record- 
ed no change in the situation, mere- 
ly emphasising that there was sharp 
flgjiting In the region of Roye, near- 
ly 100 miles south of the northern 
extremity of the fighting line, where 
opposing bodies of 
cavalry 
were 


clashing almost within sight of the 
North flea.

werp to the Germans arose

Mrs. E. 8. Randolph of the Lick- 


Ing* County 
Suffrage 
association, 


spoke a few words referring to the 
suffrage movement and introduced 
Mrs. 
Ethel R. Vorce, of Cleveland. 


Mrs. 
Vorce 
sketched, 
briefly, 
the 


progress made by woman, and told 
how the step needed for her emanci- 
pation wa% that of the ballot. 
She 


then told how intrepidly Miss Rose 
Livingstone, known as "The Angel 
of Chinatown," had worked among 
the fallen women and how many she 
had rescued. 


Miss Livingstone, a small bit of 


femininity, but fairly bristling with 
energy and enthusiasm, took 
the 


platform, and fairly 
poured down 


torrents of denunciation on the wom- 
en who were willing to sit 
back 


complacently and permit the terrible 
things to go as they have. Miss Liv- 
ingstone said that her own actual 
knowledge of facts had made it seem 
imperative ' to 
her that 
women 


should have the power to vote, and 
that in them lay the power to correct 
the wrongs 
of 
the 
country. 
She 


said that personally she had rescued 
475 girls under the age of 17 from 
a life of commercialized vice. 
She 


told of the man-made laws, how im- 
perfect they were and how hard and 
to what terrible extremes one must 
go to secure even an arrest. 
She 


decried 
the 
generally 
tolerated 


double standard 
of 
morality 
for 


men. 


"The antis." said 
Miss Living- 


stone, "say the woman's place is In 
the home." ;Thcn why In the name 
of heaven don't they stay 
In 
the 


home and not leave it to oppose us." 


In the evening at 7:30 o'clock on 


the south side of the court house, 
Mrs. 
Vorce delivered her talk. The 


inclement weather forced the crowd 
to the top of the steps for protection, 
but Mrs. Vorce gave an admirable 
address. She spoke of the evolution 
of woman—^how man, after much 
study and deliberation, had a few 
centuries ago granted that woman 
had a souU 
At first she was not 


supposed" lo have even that. 
Then 


after years of ignorance she 
was 


permitted to 
have 
an 
education. 


Mrs. Vorce told of the uproar at the 
next step In the progress of woman, 
when she went into the world 
to 


work. She'told how one shop keep- 
er, who was the first to employ a 
woman clerk, bad been boycotted. 
Now she is in all the trades as well 
as professions, and how well she has 
filled these places. 
The formation 


of women's clubs was the next step 
toward betterment, until 
now 
the 


next logical step In her evolution is 
the power of the ballot. 


Woman has governed indirectly so 


long, why not now give her the pow- 
er direct. 


Mrs. 
Vorce developed three rea- 


sons why woman should vote. First, 
because she is a citizen of the Unit- 
ed States. As'one of the people, she 
should have a say in the government 
of the people. 
Second, 
from the 


standpoint of 
the 
workers, 
they 


should have the ballot for protec- 
tion, and third, woman has received 
an equal education and in many in- 
stances a higher 
education 
than 


man, 
and she should have the right 


to divert it to the channel where it 
would do the most good, and 
this 


alone can be done through the power 
of a voice in the government.

reticlent regarding the notice to local 
consumers that no more gas wiuld be 
furnished after NOV. 
30, unless ar- 


rangements could be made by the com- 
pany for the purchase of a sii|>|tl> from 
producers sufficient to furnish the city 
of Newark at a price to the company 
that would enable It to market 
the 


gas at IS cents per thousand feet. 


Prosecutor 
J. Howard Jones in 


speaking of the gas controversy today 
said: 


"When the quo warranto proceed* 


ins which I have instituted Is called in 
court I will have either Attorney Gen- 
eral Timoth> Hogan or his first as- 
sistant, Joseph McGee, at the trial 
table. 


"I will be able to show that prior to 


1M2, the year the Union merger was 
formed, that there were scores of lit- 
tle gas companies producing and dis- 
tributing gas in Ohio. Since that time 
most all of them, have become a |wrt 
of the Union Gas Co., including the 
Logan Natural Gas company and the 
Newark Natural Gas and Fuel com- 
Pny. 


"After the merger, Union Gas Com- 


pany bought the entire stock of the 
l^ogan company and sold gas to the 
Newark company, making a contract 
that they should charge not less than 
twenty-five cenis per thousand feet, 
which was in violation of a contract 
then existing between between the 
Newark Natural Gas and Fuel Com- 
pany and the city ot Newark " 


Prosecutor 
Jones 
informed 
the 


Advocate that he 
had a conference 


with one of the officials of the Union 
Gas company, who is at the head of 
the corporation, and that gentleman 
told him that if they would connect 
with their nearest large main line, a 
16-inch pipe, in the vicinity of Union 
Station, this county, they would be 
enabled to give the city" of Newark 
an adequate supply of gas. The Pitts- 
burg gas man was asked the probable 
cost of such line to connect the main 
service line with the Newark lines and 
estimated it at $30,000. He 
further 


said that if the material could be se- 
cured promptly the connecting 
line 


could be built and completed in six 
weeks. 


"When the case conies to a hear- 


ing," said Prosecutor Jones, "I 
will 


show that the 'basic law of Ohio is 
that a gas company must do business 
in Ohio under a franchise. 


"The Newark Natural Gas and Fuel 


company was operating under a fran- 
'•hise granted toy the city council for 


jears and to terminate in 1923. The 


law also gave city councils the right 
to fix rates and the 
Newark city 


council did so. The company at that 
time said the rate was reasonable. 
Since that time the Newark company 
has attempted to raise the gross rate 
from 20 to 25 cents per 1,000 feet and 
the net rate from 18 to 21 1-2 cents. 
This question is involved In the case 
tried in two courts and 
iboth 
have 


found that the rate is reasonable. 


"It is my duty," said 
Prosecutor 


Jones, "to see that the laws of Ohio 
are enforced the same in the case of a 
corporation as with a private individ- 
ual. 
I will endeavor to do so." 


rate has since been a weed upon, the 
priu» charged must under the law be 
a reasonable one; that Is it must be 
ench as to afford the company a rea- 
sonable profit on Its Investment. The 
city council in March, 1911, fixed 
the 


rate at eighteen cents, net, for five 
years; the company refused to accept 
this rate and In the litigation 
that 


resulted, the common picas court and 
the court of appeals have both found 
after full and complete trials that the 
eighteen cent rate afforded the com- 
pany a fair profit upon its investment, 
at the time the ordinance was passed 
and up to the time of the trials In the 
two courts respectively. 


Conditions in the natural gas busi- 


ness are subject to more rapid changes 
tlian In the average business and the 
law is such that the company can at 
<tnv time by making a proper showing 
before the Public Utilities Commission 
or the courts, that the rate does not 
allow it a fair profit, have the rate re- 
adjusted so as to allow them a reason- 
able profit. 


And so the company may, now, or 


at any time in the future, apply for 
as above indicated and obtain any re- 
lief in the matter of price that the 
ta-;ts show it is entitled to, and there 
Is no valid excuse for the tactics it 
has 
adopted 
in 
publishing 
those 


notices. 


The whole trouble is that the com- 


pany is not satisfied to have a rate 
fixed that merely affords it a reason- 
able profit, but wants as much as It 
can get by taking on and piping new 
towns situated remote from any gas 
field. It's disposition is to disregard 
entirely its obligations under the fran- 
chise and the law governing public 
service corporations. 


The officials of this cltv have been 


and are willing and anxious to have 
this gas business adjusted upon any 
basis that is reasonable and fair to 
both company and consumers, and it 


rht to be settled, but we do demand 


and shall insist upon reasonable treat- 
ment at the hands of the gas com- 
pany.
